Will Spend $45,000,000 Additional on 
Plant at Gary, Ind. 


AGAIN FACES TRIAL. 


Second Trial of Louis Glass in Tele¬ 
phone Bribery Cases. 


The trial of former Vice-President 
and General Manager Louis Glass of the 
Pacific States Telephone company, 
charged with bribing Supervisor 
Thomas F. Lonergan to vote against 
the Home Telephone company’s ap¬ 
plication for a rival franchise, was be¬ 
gun before a jury Wednesday in Judge 
Lawlor’s department of the superior 
court at San Francisco. Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Francis J. Heney, in his 
opening statement, intimated that since 
the trial of Glass on the charge of brib¬ 
ing Supervisor Boxton, which resulted 
in a disagreement, the state has ob¬ 
tained new and convincing evidence 
which will be sufficient to convict with¬ 
out the testimony of Second Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Emit J. Zimmer to the effect that 
Glass signed the checks on which Theo¬ 
dore V. Halsey got the money with 
which to corrupt the various super¬ 
visors. Zimmer has steadfastly refused 
to take the witness stand. 

The jury was secured within six 
hours, only twenty-eight talismen being 
examined. The prosecution did not 
exercise a peremptory challenge, and 
the defense only six of its ten.
